It Closes msn to nrti hanks, 
holds up trains, disreq^t law and 
order. It also is the cause for gram- 
bling, insanity, illiteracy, desire for 
alcoholic beverages, and many other 
evils that do not harmonize with 
total abstainers. Demon alcohol is 
listed with the dead, and we, the 
members of this Leagrue, are fully 
convinced that tobacco is the cause 
of the above-mentioned evils. For 
example, ^e will taike the Apierican 
Indian, ^e used tobacco long be- 
fore the white ^nan put foot on 
American sdil. By the continued 
uae of this |K>isonou8 weed, Ihe gft^at 
Ammriean Indian has nearly become 
extinlit. /WIe, the m^^bers of this 
League, Will work constantly, fever- 
ishly, intelligently, and conscidus of 
only one thought to eliminate this ter- 
rible weed. We, the members^of this 
League, do reoomimend the following 
substitutes for tobacco chewers, as 
follows: Licorice root, slippery elm, 
chewing gum, tar gum, cherry gum, 
paraffine gum, and rag weed (dried.) 
For the smokers we recommend the 
following: Corn silk, (dried), mul 
len, dried alfalfa leaves, dried onion 
leaves, and a good grade of dried 
eabbage leaves. The present gener- 
ation may not smoke here, but they 
are iiire to smoke hereafter. 

THB BLUB-LAW MOTEMBNT 
8. — Be it known, that we the 
members of the Blue-Law League, do 
pledge ourselves to bring about total 
recogaiti09 of the Sabbath, the sev 
enth ^y of the week, observed by 
the Jews as a day of rest, commenc 
ing from sunset on Saturday, and 
en^ng sdhset on gunday. We, the 
membeia of Qie Blue-Law League, 
will snlMit the following restrictions 
on Sunday activitlea: No shows, 
base ball, fishing, hunting, auto-rid- 
ing; all dogs must be pnunled to 
prevent them from barking; all cats 
must be locked up; roosters not al- 
lowed to crow; passenger trains must 
ce^e to functionate on this day;
